To the Wartime Prices and Trade Board belongs 
much credit for keeping the cost of living down. The 
general cost of living in Canada has risen not much 
more than 4% per cent during the first year, a’ though 
in some itema, notably clothing and rent. the increase 
has been higher. That the genera! price level is down 
is a demonstration of the board’s continuous vigilenoe 
and energetic action. Lhe quarterly summuary of its 
work up to the eod of September shows with what 
judicious firmness it has dealt with the thorny prob- 
lems that came before it. The supply and the price of 
wool, hides and leather, coal, bread and flour, and food- 
stuffs were some of the items dealt with this summer. 
A crisis in the coal situation had suddenly to be met 
when France capitulated, and the processing tax on 
wheat created a flurry in connection with bread prices. 
This was settled by the beard’s quick action and fur- 
ther study of the matter is in progress. 


Price increases in Canada raisedthe index of food- 
costs to the consumers from 74.2 at the outbreak of 
the war to 79.8 a month later. On the first of Aug- 
ust this year, they stood at 79.6 almost the same as the 
month afterthe war started. There have of course. 
been moderate increased in other living costs. The 
wartime prices and trade board says:‘‘Analysis of the 
rise ia Canada shows that the effective causes largely 
increased freight rates and war-risk insurance, higher 
exchange costs, basic increases in commidities origin- 
ating outside of Canada, and higher and new taxes of 
various kinds. One important exemption from the 
viewpoint of the consumer appears in the case of cer- 
tain kinds of meat prices of which have reached high 
levels,
